nies the right to vote to such as may be 
disfranchised for .participation in the 
rebellion or felony at the common law. I 
The words here used in the rebellion must 
be taken to mean the leccnt rebellion, 
but tbe supplemental act enlarges dis- 
qualification, and requires the applicant 
to swear be had not been disfranchised for 
participation in any rebellion or civil war 
against the United States or for felony 
committed agiiinst the laws ot any 
State or the United States. The mere 
fact of participation does not, of itself, 
work Lis disfranchisement. It must be as- 
ceitiiiued by the judgment or action of 
the legislature acting. I am not aware of 
any law of the United States which works 
disfranchisement as to the right of suf- 
fiage by force of an act of itself, nor does 
such a consequence follow from convic- 
tion for treason, or any other act for par- 
ticipation in the rebellion. 

The provision in the Constitution of the 
United States does not declare what shall 
be the punishment on conviction of trea- 
son. 'f'liat is left for Congress, with the 
limitaticn that corruption of blood shall 
rot follow as a consequence of any for- 
feiture, except during tbe life of tliepartj'. 
Congress, in tbe exerci.se of its power, has 
limited such punishment, on conviction, 
to death, or imprisonment, and by manu- 
mission of slaves owned by the party, aud 
to dirqualification from holding office un- 
der the United States. 

I am not advised of the statute now in 
force in either of these ten St.ites, except, 
perhaps, descriptions aa to officers, as to 
the state of the judicial or executive, and 
as to Federal officers’ terms. He is de- 
sired simply as an offiffer of the United 
States. Officers of the militia of a State 
are not included in these terms of de- 
scription, else the act would have in- 
cluded military officers of the State of 
Tennessee. 

Congress clearly enouj'h designated a 
State Convention lorframiiig amendments 
to the State Constitution. Though clothed 
with legislative power they cannot prop- 
erly be called a State Legislature, and in 
the acts now under consideration a con- 
vention and a Legislature are expressly 
distinguished froip each other, for they 
require the constithtion to be framed by 
theconventioD and require the Legislsture 
<-f the same State to adopt the constitii- 
tioiisl amendments. When, then, thesame 
acts they again use the phrase of the Leg- 
islature of the State they must be under- 
stood to use it in tbe same sense and dis- 
tinguished from a C'oustitutioiial C'onveii- 
tiou. Hut as to those Legislatures which
